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You will certainly be at a loſs to con- 


jecture, what ſuch a Kind of Office 


can mean here; know therefore, Sir, 
that the ſame Cares and Concerns, the 


ſame Principles which directed our Con- 
duct on the buſy Theatre of Human 


Life, continue their Influence upon us 
in theſe Regions. This forms us into 
Clubs and Societies, reſembling thoſe 
now grown ſo frequent at your Taverns, 
where we are told, Committees are 
choſen and Chairmen appointed to pre- 


ſide over the public Buſineſs. And in 
our Clubs as in your's all Matters of 


Addreſs, Petition and Remonſtrance are 
agitated, and the Debates of both 
Houſes canvaſſed with the _ 
Freedom. 


I need not inform you with what 
Avidity all News from England is at 
this 
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this Time received. No ſooner is the 
Arrival of a Patriot announced, than a 
general Joy is diffuſed among us; not 
unmixt indeed with ſome Degree of 
Reſentment, for the Loſs our Friends 
above Ground muſt have ſuftained by his 
Removal from, them. He is immediate- 


ly introduced into our Society, which is 


one of the freeſt and happieſt that can 
be imagined, and inſtated into the very 
Footing of Equality, in which Mankind 


at firſt exiſted: 


As you are extremely well verſed in 


the Nature of Government in general, 


and particularly ſkilled in the ſeveral 
Conſtitutions of every Nation upon 
Earth, I am willing to perſuade myſelf 
that ſome Account of our Political Con- 
ſtitution, if you ſhould have a few 
Minutes Leiſure to ſpare, may perhape 

gratif 
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gratify your Curioſity; and I promiſe to 
engage as little of your Time as poſſi- 
ble, which cannot fail at this Juncture, 
of being very precious to you; while it 
may be ſo much more uſefully em- 
ployed for the Benefit of your Fellow- 
Citizens, and of Mankind in general. 


As to our Form of Government, it is 
with infinite Pleaſure I can aſſure you, 
that it is nearly of ſuch a Nature, as 
that which you, and your virtuous 
Coadjutors, have been long endeavour- 
ing to eſtabliſh among you. Here, my 
Dear Sir, the Alderman muſt refign his 
Gown, and even my Lord Mayor him- 
ſelf give up the Regalia of his Office; 
all civil Diſtinctions being aboliſhed and 
done away. His Lordſhip and his 
Mace-bearer, the Alderman and his 
Deputy coaleſcing into a Parity of Rank.

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But then as à full Compenſation for 
this, the hateful Names of K—g, 
Mr, L— d, and Bp, are not 
ſo much as heard among us; and by 
your well-exerted Endeavours to bring 
all ſuch Titles arid Diſtinctions into as 
great Contempt as poſſible, we indulge 
very ſanguire Hopes, that they will not 
be much longer heard among you. And 
for the joint Efforts of your worthy 
Aſſociation to effect this deſirable End 
in every Part of the Britiſh Dominions, 
it is, that I have to trouble you with 
the Thanks of our Committee; and to 
beg that with your uſual Politeneſs, you 
will be pleafed to make them acceptable 
to the reſt 'of the Gentlemen of your 
Society. 


I do not know whether you ever 
wiſhed to hear in what Light your 
1 C glorious

glorious Services had been regarded by 
us; but you had certainly every Rea- 


ſon to conclude, that they could not- 


fail of being highly pleaſing to that 
Part of us at leaſt, that had been ſo 
happily engaged before you in the ſame 
great Cauſe; which it is impoſſible for 
you to have more at Heart, than we 
once had. We behold not only with 


Approbation and Delight, but even 


with ſome Degree of Wonder and Sur- 
prize, the Progreſs of your Endea- 
vours, for many Years unremittingly 
exerted in the Cauſe of Freedom ; and 
now ripening into a Proſpect of being 
ſpeedily crowned with the Succeſs, 
which ſuch noble Perſeverance has 
deſerved; a Circumſtance which pro- 


miſes to diſtinguiſh your Age as ano- 


ther famous Epoch of Engliſh Liberty.

You muſt grant me, Sir, that there 
was a ſtrange Viciſſitude of Circum- 


ſtances 1 in the Times we lived in, to ad- 


vance or retard the Pr ogrels of our 


Deſigns; and I dare ſay you muſt often 


have condemned us for affecting ſo 
much Veneration for Majeſty, as IT 
confeſs we ſometimes did. But Circum- 
ſtances then rendered it neceſſary ; the 
Government had been long Monarchi- 
cal, and a very high Senſe of Loyalty 


prevailed in the Breaſts of ſome of our 
Nobility and Gentry, whom it was 


neceſſary, if poſſible, to draw into our 


Schemes. All our Petitions and Re- 


monſtrances breathed a Spirit of loyal 
Duty and Attachment to the King, 


whoſe Perſon, though it was highly 


politick to conſider it as ſacred, you will 
do us the Juſtice to believe that none of 
us ever thought it ſo. We always pro- 

C 2 feſſed 
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feſſed a Deſire (and our Zeal was gene- 
rally well diſſembled) of reſcuing him 
from the Hands of evil Counſellors, and 
dictated to him with the Spirit of 
Meekneſs whom he ought to truſt and 
confide in; and whenever by our Impor- 
tunity we had prevailed upon him to 
diſcard an old Servant, we took Care to 
ſupply his Place with reh an one as we 
could truſt. 


For my own Part, I muſt acknow- 
ledge, that 1 often feared, leſt the 
Conceſſions on the Part of the King, 
the Redreſs of Grievances, the Aboli- 


tion of the Star-Chamber, and high 
Commiſſion Courts Ship Money given 


up—Triennial Parliaments, nay a per- 
petual one, granted by an Act empow- 
ering us to fit as long as we thought 
neceſſary. Theſe Conceſſions 1 was 

afraid 
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afraid would . have worked upon the 
Tempers of ſome of our Party to have 
ſtopped here. There was a Party you 
know, which adopted ſuch Notions, 
and it became neceſſary for us firſt to 
leſſen the Credit of that Party with the 
People, and afterwards totally to ruin

And to effect this, we had recourſe 
to a very popular Expedient, by raiſing 
a Diſtryſt of the King's Sincerity, and 
by every Artifice inſinuating, that not- 
withſtanding all his Profeſſions and De- 
clarations to the contrary, he had ſtill 
an Affection for lawleſs Power, and an 
Intention again to introduce it. And 
though this was looked upon by ſome 
few as the uncharitable Side of the 
Queſtion, yet it had its juſt Weight and 
Influence upon thoſe it was intended to 
amuſe.

amuſe. Lord F alkland, who had been 
reckoned a Man of Virtue and Lover of 
Liberty, (though in no Eſteem in our 
Regions, ) was among the Number of 
thoſe who altered their Conduct; and it 
was argued that all Foundation of 
Jealouſy and Diſtruſt being removed, 
the End of oppoſing the King's Mea- 
ſures had been fully anſwered. Had the 
Redreſs of Grievances been all we had 
in View, this Kind of Reaſoning might 
have been attended to, but we had fur- | 
ther. Views which was then proper to 1 
diſſemble—in ſhort we had gone too 
great Lengths to retreat. 
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Religion you know, was held in 
ſome Degree of Eſteem, and many 
were bigotted to the Eccleſiaſtical 
Eſtabliſhment, which I find 1s by no 
Means the Caſe now. And herein 1

allow, we had the Advantage of you, 
for whenever we wiſhed to inflame 
People's Minds, we terrified them with 
Viſions of Popery, and the Apprehen- 
ſions of Old Father Grey Beard at Rome. 
I often practiſed this Trick, and parti- 
cularly in my famous Speech printed by 
Order of the Houſe; and I gene- 
rally found it ſucceed even beyond my 
Wiſhes. You have only to keep con- 
ſtantly telling the People that their civil 
Liberties are in Danger, for as to their 
religious ones, no one that I-hear of, 
ſhows any great Concern about them. 
Convince them that they will be ruined. 
and undone in your World, for as to 
what may happen to them in cuts, no- 
body J am told cares. Religion being 
at too low an Ebb to ſerve your Turn, 
as it once did ours. |

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No Man of my Age better knew the 
Temper of the People than I did, for 


no Man, I believe, had longer Obſerva- 


tion or Experience of their Paſſions-and 
Humours, and I am perſuaded they 
maſt in many Reſpects be the ſame 
now. I think it muſt be next to an 
Impoſlibility to frighten an Engliſhman 
into Atbeiſin, but I truſt it would be 


found no very difficult Work to draw 


him into e 


The ce People are naturally 
fond of the Man who addreſſes himſelf 
to their Fears, and encourages their 
Suſpicions of the bad Intentions of 
their Rulers, firſt by dreſſing up horrid 
Pictures of Ruin and Deſtruction in 
their own Minds, and then placing 
them before the People's Eyes.

yet it ſhould never be left ungratified. 
They will hear every Man with Patience 
that hath ſomething bad to tell them;

loufies and Suſpicians. Every poſſible 
Advantage ſhould be taken of this Hu- 
mour, and I am very glad to ſee it pr g- 
ſper ſo much every Day under your 
Hands. His Grace of R — has in- 
deed an Imagination fraught with the 
fineſt Figures of gloomy. Imagery: for 
this Purpoſe. 


Go on, great Sir, may the Juſtice of 
your Cauſe invigorate your old Friend 
Dr. /—— to imitate the Example of 
1 Sextus Quintus, who threw away his 
Crutches, the Moment he was elected

fail of attending you, if you perſiſt in

Here he was interrupted by a general 
Call © to Order” from eyery Quarter of 
the Houſe, and almoſt every Member 
was upon bis Legs to anſwer. him. In- 
deed I ſcarce ever remember ſo great a 
Ferment as this Speech occaſioned, till 
Hobbes, who is reverenced by us as the 
Father of the Family, got up to ſofter 
and explain; and after the Lye circum- 
ftantial and direct had been circulated 
as freely, as it generally is at your 
City Meetings, the Murmur ſubſided, I 
and the Company preſently returned to * 
its old good Humour, 1 
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I muſt be ſo free as to inform you, 
that there are ſome few who ſeem jea- 
lous of your diſtinguiſhed Merit ; con- 
tending that although you have done 
much in the Cauſe you have engaged 
in, yet much more might reaſonably 
have been expected from a Perſon of 
your dignified Station in the City, aided 
by the general Diſinclination of the 
Times, to the eſtabliſhed Form of Go- 
vernment, and a Variety of other Cir- 
cumſtances greatly in your Favour. 
Whenever any Thing of this Kind has 
been infinuated, it has always called me 
up in your Defence; and I have fre- 
quently recited Paſſages from ſome 
Speeches, ſaid to have been your's, in 
Order to ſhow that you always pro- 
feſſed a Predilection for R-——n Go- 
vernment; a Form, if it may be ſo 
called, which comes nearer than any

other to that eſtabliſhed among Our- 
ſelves, and which certainly bears the 
greateſt Reſemblance to the Subverſion 
of every Thing, which ſtrictly ſpeak- 


ing, may be called by the Name of 
Government. 


And I muſt do our Friends the Juſ- 
tice to confeſs, that my Arguments have 
been generally attended to, and what I 
have advanced in your Behalf, has 
greatly ſerved to quiet the Minds of 
ſome, who before ſeemed a little irre- 
conciled to your Character: the gene- 
rous Contempt you have been pleaſed at 
all Times to diſcover for Ri Govern- 
ment, in a Country where it is ſtill un- 
happily by Law eſtabliſhed, is certainly 
on that Account, more highly meritori- 
ous. You know our Hatred and Deteſ- 
tation of that Kind above all other, and 

how 
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how effectual our Endeavours were at 
Length to its Extirpation in the laſt 
Century. We voted the Houſe of 
Lords uſeleſs, and excluded the Peerage 
from their Share in the Legiflature, 
there being no other Way of accom- 
pliſhing our Deſigns of erecting a pure 
Democracy upon the Ruins of the Con- 
ſtitution, than by annihilating the Ariſ- 
tocratical Power, which might otherwiſe 
have retained Influence enough to have 
ſaved the Crown. We demoliſhed the 
Church of England, that Glory and 
Bulwark of the Reformation, as ſome 
few of your Divines {till affect to call it; 
and murdered the King, as your Modern 
Jacobites are pleaſed to term it. And 
on the Ruins of the old ridiculous 
eſtabliſhed Form, we ſet up one of the 
molt virtuous and noble Syſtems, that the 
World had ever before ſeen, and ſuch 
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as I would adviſe you by all Means to 
recommend to your good Brethren be- 
yond the Atlantic. 


There is a Paſſage in Lord Claren- 
don's Hiftory, doubtleſs foiſted in by 
modern FHnterpolators, in which our 


Friends the Anabaptiſts are made to. 


ſpeak a Language very foreign from 
their real Sentiments of Men and 
Things, in their pretended Addreſs to 
Charles the Second. The Paſſage is 
really curious, and as you poſſibly may 
neyer have taken Notice of it, I will 
take the Liberty of tranſcribing it.

We know not; we know 
not whether we have juſter Cauſe for 
Shame or Sorrow, when we take a 
reflex View of our paſt Actions, and 
conſider, into the Commiſſion of 
what Crimes, Impieties, Wicked- 
neſſes, and unheard of Villainies, we 
have been led—cheated—cozened—. 
betrayed by that grand Impoſtor— 
that loathſome Hypocrite—that Op- 
probium of Mankind—that Landſkip 
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of Iniquity, that Sink of Sin, that 
“ fCompendium of Baſeneſs, who 
* called himſelf our Protector. 


e We have ſown Faction, and we 
<* have reaped Confuſion; we have ſown 
“ Folly, and we have reaped Deceit ; 
e when we looked for Liberty, behold 
« Slavery; when we expected Righteouſ- 
<« neſs, behold Oppreſſion; when we 
te ſought for Juſtice, behold a Cry, a 
« great and lamentable Cry, throughout 
ce the whole Nation.” 


You muſt be ſhocked, Sir, at this 
indecent Rhapſody, and fired with In- 
dignation at the ſcurrilous Reflections 
contained in it, againſt a Character we 
both ſo highly and deſervedly eſteem ; 
and whoſe Praiſes I doubt not, you of- 
ten celebrate with a ſelect Band of Pa- 
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triots in the ſhady Retreats of
